3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Andrews discloses a particular network using differing RF modulation protocols but 
does not disclose capacity detection means for generating a frequency request signal upon 
determining that a first communication network of a first protocol using a first frequency 
spectrum is at or near full capacity, frequency reallocating means for reassigning temporarily radio 
spectrum from a second wireless communication network of a second modulation protocol using 
a second frequency spectrum to the first communication network determined by the capacity 
detection means to be at or near full capacity and means for causing at least some of the portable 
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radio devices to change their operating frequency and modulation protocol to permit the portable 
radio devices so changed to communication over the temporarily reassigned radio spectrum
